the event of an equality of votes the Chairman shall exercise a casting vote : 

Provided that the Chairman may , if he thinks fit, direct that any question 
shall be decided by the circulation of necessary papers to trustees present in India 
and by sccuring their opinions in writing. Any such question shall be decided in 
accordance with the opinion of the majority of trusteey recclved within the time 
limit allowed and if the opinions are equally divided , the opinion of the Chairman 
shall prevall : 

Provided further that any trustee may request that the question referred to 
trustees , for written opinion be considered at a meeting of the Board and there 
upon the Chairman may, and if the request is made by not less than three trustees. 
shall direct that it be so considered . 

15 . Minutes of Meetings. - ( 1 ) The minutes of a mecting of the Board showing 
inter - alia the names of the trustees present thrcat shall be circu ated to all trustees 
present in India not later than one month from thc date of the mceting . The 
minutes shall thereafter be recorded in a minute book as a permanent record : 

Provided that iſ another meeting is held within a period of one month and ten 
days, the minutes shall be circulated so as to reach the trustees at least ten days , 
before such mecting . 

( 2 ) The records of the minutes of each meeting shall be signed by the Chair 
man after confirmation with such inodifications, if any, as may be considered 
necessary at the next meeting 

16 . Fees and Allowances . - ( 1 ) The travelling allowance of an official trustee 
shall be governed by the rules applicable to him for journeys performed on official 
duties and shall be paid by the authority paying his salary . If, however, the 
Journey is performed solely or mainly in connection with the affairs of the Board , 
the whole expenditure on the travelling allowance of the official trustee , which is . 
initially borne by the authority paying his salary , shall be recovered from the 
Board . 

( 2 ) Every non -official trustee shall be paid travelling allowance for attending 
the mcetings of the Board at such rates as are missible to Grade I officers of the 
Government and daily allowance calculated at the maximum rates admissible to 
Grade I oblicers of the Government in the respective localities : 
Provided that, where such trustcc 
( i) arrives at the place of the meeting in the afternoon of the day m 

mediately preceding the day of the mecting or leaves the place of the 
meeting in the forenoon of the day immcdiately succeeding the day of 
the meeting , he shall he entitled to one-half of the daily allowance for 

such days of arrival and departure ; 
(ii ) arrives at the place of the meeting in the forenoor of the day im + 

mediately preceding the day of the meeting or leaves the place of the 
meeting in the afternoon of the day immediately succeeding the day 
of the meeting, he shall be entitled to full daily allowance for such 

days of arrival and departure ; 
( iii) arrives at and departs from the place of the meeting on the same day , 

he shall be cntitled to full dally allowance for the day of the mceting . 
(2 ) Where such trustce being a member of a State Legislature attends a meet 
ing of the Board , he shall be entitled -- 

( 1) when the State Legislature is not in session , to such travelling and daily 

allowances as are admissjhle to Grade I officers of the State Govern 

ment; and 
( ii ) when the State Legislature is not in session , to such travelling and dally 

allowances as are admissible to the menibers of that Legislature for 

attending meetings of the Legislature . 
(4 ) Where such trustee being a member of either House of Parliament attends 
a meeting of the Board , he shall be entitled to such travelling and daily allowances, 
as my be admissible to him under the rules laid down by the Central Govera 
ment on the subject from time to time. 
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(5 ) Where such trustee is neither a member of the State Legislature nor of 
either House of Parliament and he resides at the place where the meeting of the 
Board is held and he attends such mecting , he shall be cntitled only to the actual 
amount of conveyance hire subject to a maximum of Rs, 10 per day. 

Explanation 1. - No daily or travelling allowance in respect of any day or journey , 
as the case may ho , shall he claimed under this paragraph by a trustee if he has 
drawn or will draw allowance for the same from his employer or as a member 
of any legislature or of any Committee or Conference constituted or convened by 
Governinent and no travelling allowance shall be claimed if he lises a means of 
transport provided at the expense of Government or his employer . 

Explanation II. — Where the journey is performed by road betwcen places con 
nected by railway , road mileage shall be paid only if the trustce certifies that the 
journey was undertaken by road to avoid loss of time which the journey by rail 
way would have entailed and the distance travelled does not exceed 120 Km . In u 
single journey. 


CHAPTER III 


Powers of Commissioner and other Staff of Board of Trustees. 
17 Provident Fund Commissioner. - ( 1 ) The Commissioner shall not undertake 
any work unconnected with his office without the previous sanction of the Govern 
ment 

( 2 ) The Commissioner inay at any time for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and after he is given an opportunity of being heard , be removed by the Government. 

( 3 ) Ihc Commissioner shall receive such salary and allowances and shall be 
subject to such conditions of service as may be specifed in this behalf from time 
to time by the Government. 

( 4 ) The Commissioner while attending the mectings of a Board may take part 
in its deliberations but shall not be entitled to vote . 

18 . Secretary to the Board ..-- ( 1) The Government shall appoint a Secretary to 
the Bourl. 

( 2 ) The Secretary to the Board shall, in consultation with the Chairman , con 
veile meelings of the Board , keep a record of its minutes and shall take the neces 
sary steps for carrying out the decisions of the Board . 

19 . Information of appointments to the Board . - References relating to all up 
pointments or Officers of the Fund made by the Government shall be placed before 
the next meeting of the Board of Trustees for information . 

20 . Stuff . — ( 1 ) The Commissioner may employ such staff as the Board may con 
sider necessary for the efficient administration of the Scheme. 

Provided that the sanction of the Government shall be obtained for the creation 
of a post carrying a maximum monthly salary of not less than Rs. 600 / 

Proviiled further that no appointment under this sub -paragraph shall be made 
except alter consultation with the Government or the Union Public Service Com 
mission . 


( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of this paragraph Regulations regarding the method 
of recruitment, salary and allowances discpline and other conditions of service 
of members of the staff shall be made by the Board with the approval of the 
Government. 


21. A Iministrative and Financial Powers of the Commissioner . - ( 1 ) The Com 
missioner may , without reference to the Board , sanction expenditure on contingen 
cies, supplies and services and purchase of articles required for administering the 
Fund sulject to financial provision in the budget and subject to the limits upto 
which the Commissioner may be authorised to sanction expenditure on any single 
item froin time to time, by the Board with the approval of the Government. 


( 2 ) The Commissioner may also exercise such administrative and financial 
powers other than those specified in sub - paragraph ( 1 ) above, as may be delegated 
to him from time to time by the Board with the approval of the Government. 
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( 0 ) The Commissioner may delegate from time to time the administrative and 
financial powers delegated to him by the Board to any officer under his control 
or stiperintendence to the extent considered suitable by him for the administration 
of the Scheme with the prior approval of the Government. A statement of such 
delegation shall be placed before the lięxt meeting of the Board for Information . 

22. Delegation of power by the Board . — ( 1 ) The Board may , with the prior ap 
proval of the Government, by a résolution , empower its Chairman to sanction ex 
penditure, subject to such linity as may he specified in the resolution , on con 
tingencies , supplies and purchase of articles required for administering the Fund 
subject to firiancial provision in the budget , where such expenditunrę is beyond the 
limits upto which the Commissioner is authorised to sanction expenditure on any 
single Item 

( 2 ) The Board may also , by a resolution , empower Its Chalrinan to appoint such 
officers and employces other than those mentioned in sub - sections ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) of 
section 7 of the Act , as he may consider necessary for the efficient administration 
of the Scheme, 

( 3 ) All sanctions of expenditure made by the Chairman in pursuance of sub 
paragraph ( 1 ) shall be reported to the Board as soon as possible after the sanction 
of the expenditure . 


CHAPTER IV 

Membership of the Fund 
23. Membership . - ( 1 ) Eevery seaman employed on articles of agreement on or 
hefore the 1st day of July , 1964 is entitled and is required to become a member 
of the Fund with eftect from that date . 

( 2 ) Every seaman who is not a member , and engaged on or after the 1st day 
of July , 1964 on articles of agrcement for employment on a ship is entitled and 
is required to become a member with effect from the date of such engagement. 

24 . Rotention of Membership - A member of the Fund shall continue to be a 
member until he withdraws under paragraph 59 the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund . 

25 . Resolution of dobuts . - If any question arises whether a seaman is entitled 
or required to become or continue as a member or as regards the date from which 
he is so entitled or required to become a mernbei , the question shall be referred 
10 the Commissioner and the Commissioner shall decide the question ; 

Provided that no decision shall be given unless both the employer and the sea 
man himself or if the seaman so desires a representative of the recognised organisa 
tion of seaman on bchalf of the seaman , have been heard . 


CIIAPTER V 


Contributions 
2 (1. Contributions - - ( 1 ) The contribution payable by the employer under the 
Scheine shall be at the rate of six percent., of the wages payable to each seaman 
by his employer . The rate of such contribution shall be enhanced to eight percent;, 
of the wages of each such seaman with effect from the 1st April, 1968 . 

( 2 ) The contribution payable by the seaman under the Scheme shall be equal 
to the contribution payable by the cmployer in respect of such seaman . 

(3 ) The contribution shall be calculated on the basis of wages payable for 
each period of service. 

( 4 ) Each contribution shall be rounded off to the nearest rupee and , for this 
purpose , where the amount of the contribution consists of a part of a rupec , chen , 
If such part is Afty or more , it shall be increased to one complete rupee and 
if such part is less than Afty palse , it shall be ignored . 

27. Payment of contribution , - - The employer shall, in the Arst instance pay both 
the contribution payable by himself (in this Scheme referred to as the employer s 
contribution ) and also , on behalf of the member employed by him , the contribu 
tion pay abie by the member in this Scheme referred to as the member s contri 
bution ) . 
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28. Employer s share not to be deducted from the members . — Notwithstanding 
any contract to the contrary the employer shall not be entitled to deduct the 
employer s contribution from the wage of a member or otherwise to recover it 
from him . 

29 . Recovery of a member s share of contribution . - ( 1 ) The amount of a 
member s contribution paid by the employer shall, notwithstanding the provision 
in this Scheme or any law for the time being in force or any contract to the con 
trary , be recoverable by means of deduction from the wages of the member at 
the time of final settlement of wages in respect of each period of service and not 
otherwise : 

Provided that no such deduction may be made from any wage other than that 
which is paid in respect of the scrvice or part of the scrvice in respect of which 
the contribution is payable : 

Provided further that where no such deduction has been made on account of 
an accidental mistakc or a clerical error , such decluction may, with the consent in 
writing of the Inspector, be made from the wages of the seaman for subsequent 
Service . 

Any sum deducted by an employer from the wage of a seaman under this 
Scheme shall be deemed to have been entrusted to the employer for the purpose 
of paying the contribution in respect of which it was deducted . 


CHAPTER VI 


Declaration and Returns 


30. Declaration by seamen already employed at the time of Establishment of 
the Fund . - - Every seaman who is required or entitled to become a member of the 
Fund shall be asked forthwith by his eniployer at the time of the final settlement 
of his wages to furnish and shall, on such deinand furnish to him , for com 
munication to the Commissioner , particulars concerning himself and his nominee 
required for the Declaration Form in Form I. Such employer shall enter the parti 
culars in the Declaration Form and obtain the signature or thumb impression of 
the person concerned . 


31. Declaration by seamen taking up employment after the Fund has been eslab 
Ilshed : At the time of engaging a seaman on articles of agreement for employment 
on a ship , the employer shall ascertain from him whether he is already a member 
of the Fund and if he is , he shall ask for the Account Number allotted to him by 
the Commissioner . If he is unable to furnish the Account Number , the employer 
shall require such seaman to furnish and such seaman shall, on demand , furnish 
to him for communication to the Commissioner, particulars regarding himself and 
his nominee required for the Declaration Form . Such employer shall enter the 
particulars in the Declaration Form and obtain the signature or thumb impression 
of the seaman concerned . 


32. Duties of Employers . - ( 1 ) Every employer shall send to the Commissioner 
within fifteert days from the date of the final settlement of wages to seamen , a 
consolidated return in such form as the Commissioner may specify , of the seamen 
in respect oť whom contributions to the Fund are due and are remitted to the Fund . 

( 2 ) Every employer shall maintain such accounts in relation to the amounts 
contributed to the Fund by him and by the seamen çmployed on his ships as tho 
Board may , from time to time, direct . 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything hercinbefore contained in this paragraph , the 
Board may issue such directions to the employer generally as it may consider 
necessary or proper for the purpose of implementing the Scheme and it shall be 
the duty of every employer to carry out such directions. 

33. Employers to furnish particulars of ownership . — Where the seamen to whom 
the provisions of this Scheme apply are cmployed by any company or agency , the 
employer, in relation to such company or agency shall furnish to the Commissioner 
in Form II annexed hereto particulars of owners, agents , directors, partners , 
manager or any other person or persons who have the ultimate control over the 
affairs of the company or agency and also send intimation of any change in such 
particulars within Afteen days of Buch change, to the Commissioner by registered 
post and in such manner as may be specified by the Commissioner. 
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34 . Allotment of Account Numbers - On receipt of the Declaration Form re 
ferred to in paragraphs 30 and 31 , the Commissioner shall promptly allot an 
Account Number to each seaman qualifying to become a member and shall com 
municate the Account Number to the inember , and to his employer . 


35. Mode and periodicity of payment of contribution . The employer shall, 
before paying the member his wages in respect of any service for which contri 
butions are payable , deduct the scaman s contribution from his wages which , 
together with the employer s own contribution and an administrative charge of 
.such percentage of the total employer s and seaman s contribution as may be 
Axed by the Government, he shall, within fifteen days of the payment of wages 
to the scanian , pay to the Fund hy separate bank drafts or cheques on account 
.oľ contributions and administrative charges : 


Provided that where the wages due to a seaman in respect of a service are 
deposite ;l for any reason by the employer with the Shipping Master for payment 
ito the seaman the employer shall deduct the seaman s contribution from his 
wages before depositing the same with the Shipping Master: 


Provided further that if payment is made by cheque on an out station Bank , 
collection charges in respect of both the contributions and administrative charge 
at such rate as the Board may determine in this behalf shall be included in the 
amount for which the cheque is drawn in respect of the administrative charge . 


36 . Statement as to deductions to be furnished to the Shipping Master and the 
Commissioner . ( 1 ) The employer shall submit at the time of final settlement 
of wages, to the Shipping Master in the presence of whom the wages are paid 
to a seaman , a statement, in duplicate , in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner , indicating the particulars of the service performed by the seaman 
for which the contrlbution is payable , the amount of contribution deducted from 
his wages, the amount of contribution payable by the employer as soon as such 
deductions are made . The Shipping Master shall, immediately on receipt of the 
statement, forward a copy thereof to the Commissioner duly certifying the deduc 
tions shown in the statement on account of scaman s contribution . 

( 2 ) The employer shall , while paying the contributions to the Fund forward , 
along with the Bank drafts or cheques , a copy of the statement referred to in 
sub -paragraph ( 1 ) duly completed . 


37 . Fixation of administrative charges . — The Government may , in consultation 
with the Board and having regard to the resources of the Fund available for 
meeting its normal administrative expenses fix , from time to time the percentage 
of admiristrative charges payable under paragraph 35 above, 


38 . Production of records for inspection by the Commissioner or Inspector, 
Whenever the Commissioner or any other officer authorised by him in this behalt 
or an Inspector so requests , either in person or by notice in writing : 
( a ) every employer shall prodụce before the Commissioner , Omcer or in 

spector, as the case may be, the records of any member employed by 
him ; 


(b ) every Shipping Master shall produce before the Commissioner , Officer 

or Inspector , as the case may be , the records of any seaman engaged 
from his port, and such employer or Shipping Master, 1f so re 
quired by the Commissioner, Officer or Inspector , shall deliver such 
records to the said Commissioner, Officer or Inspector, who may , 1 

he thinks fit, retain the records : 
Provided that he shall grant a receipt for every such record retained by 

him 


39. Supply of forms to employers . The Commissioner shall supply to em 
ployers, free of charge, on demand Declaration Forms and other forms referred 
to in this Scheme. 


40 . Current Account. — The Commissioner shall deposit as soon as possible tho 
Bank drafts or cheques received from the cmployers in the State Bank of India 
in the Current Account of the Fund . 
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CHAPTER VII 
Administration of the Fund , Accounts and Audit 
41. Administration Accounts . A separate account shall be kept called the 
" Administration Account" for recording all administrative expenses of the Fund 
including such administrative charges as the Fund may be authorised to levy . 

42. Provident Fund Account. — The aggregate amount received as the em 
ployers and the members contributions to the Fund shall be credited to an 
account to be called the " Şeamen s Provident Fund Account" . 

43 . Interest Suspense Account. - All Interest, rent and other income realised , 
and net profts or losses , if any, from the sale of investments not including there . 
in the transactions of the Administration Acrounţ. shall be credited or debited , 
as the case may be , to an Account called the “ Interest Suspense Account" , 
Brokerage and commission on the purchase and sale of securities and other 
investments shall be included in the purchase or sale price , as the case may be, 
and not separately charged to the " Interest Suspense Account" , 

44. Investment of montes belonging to Seamen s Provident Fund . - - ( 1 ) All 
monies belonging to the Fund shall be deposited in the State Bank of India cr 
shall be invested , subject to such directions as the Government may from time 
to time give, in the securities mentioned or referred to in clauses ( a ) to ( d ) 
of scrtion 20 of the Indian Trusts Act , 1882 ( 2 of 1822 ) , provided that such 
Securities are payable both in respect of capital and in respect of interest In 
India . 

( 2 ) All cxpenses incurred in respect of, and loss , if any , arising from any 
Investment shall be charged to the Fund . 

( 3 ) The Commissioner shall prepare , in Form III a classified summary of 
the assets of the Fund as on the 31st March in each year , or on such other date 
as the Government may specify and shall append it to the annual report sub 
mitted under paragraph 64 to the Government . 

45 . Disposal of the Fund . - ( 1 ) Subject to the provisions of the Act and of 
this Scheme, the Fund shall not , except with the previous sanction of the Gov 
errinent, be expended for any purpose other than for the payment of sums stand 
ing to the credit of individual members of the Fund or to their nominees or helrs 
or legal representatives in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme. 

(2 ) The Fund shall be operated upon by such officers as may he authorised 
In this behalf by the Board . 

48 . Expenses of administration . — ( 1 ) All expenses relating to the administra 
tion of the Fund , including the fees and allowances of the trustees of the Board 
and salarles , leave and joining time allowances, travelling and compensatory 
allowances , gratuities and compassionate allowances , pensions, contributions to 
provident fund and other benefit funds Instituted for the otcers and employees 
of the Board , the cost of audit of the accounts, legal expenses and cost of all 
stationery and forms incurred in respect of the Board and expenses of the com 
missioner shall be met from the Administration Account of the Fund . 

( 2 ) The expenses incurred by the Government in connection with the establish 
ment of the Fund shall be treated as a loan and such loan shall be repaid from 
the Administration Account of the Fund. 


47 . Forms of Accounts . The Accounts of the Fund including " the Adminis 
tration Account" shall be maintained by the Commissioner in such form and 
manner as may be specifled by the Board with the approval of the Government. 

48. Audit. - ( 1 ) The accounts of the Fund , including the Administration 
Account, shall be audited in accordance with the instructions issued by the Gov 
ernment in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India . 

( 2 ) The charges on account of audit shall be paid out of the Administration 
Account. 

49. Budget . ( 1 ) The Commissioner shall place before the Board each year in 
the Arst fortnight of January , a budget showing separately the probable rectipts 
from the contributions and from the levy of administrative charge and the ex 
penditure which it proposes to incur during the following Anancial year. The 
budget as approved by the Board shall be submitted for sanction to the Govern 
ment within a month of its being placed before the Board . 
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( 2 ) The Government may make such modifcations in the budget as it con 
siders desirable before sanctioning it . 

(31 The Commissioner may , at any time during the year , make budgetary 
reappropriation of funds sanctioned , in the budget by the Government, provided 
that 


(i) the total amount sanctioned in the budget by the Government is not 

exceeded ; 
( 11 ) It is made only for meeting such expenses of administration as are to 

be met from the Administration Account in accordance with para 

graph 46 ; and 
(111 ) every reappropriation so made shall be reported by him at the next 

meeting of such Board . 
50 . Member s Accounts . - ( 1 ) An account shall be opened in the office of the 
fund in the name of each member in which shall be credited : 

( a ) his contributions, 
(b ) the contributions made by the employer in respect of him , and 
( c ) interest as provided in paragraph 51. 


( 2 ) All items of account shall be calculated to the nearest rupee and , for this 
purpose , where the amount of an item consists of a part of a rupee, then , if such 
part is Arty paise or more, it shall be increased to one complete rupee and if such 
part is less than flity paise , it shall be ignored . 

51. Interest. - - ( 1 ) The Commissioner shall credit to the account of each mem 
ber Interest at such rate as may be dotermined by the Government in consultation 
with the Board 

( 2 ) ( a ) Interest for the period of currency of the Account shall be credited 
with effect from the last day of the period on the opening balance at the credit 
of the member on the first day thereof, 

(b ) In the case of a claim for the refund under paragraph 59 or 60 , interest 
shall be payable upto the end of the month preceding the date on which the 
Anal payment is authorised irrespective of the date of receipt of the claim from 
the claimant concerned : 

Provided that the rate of interest to be allowed for part of the year on cialms 
for refund shall be the rate fixed for the previous financial year . 

(3 ) The aggregate amount of Interest credited to the accounts of the members 
shall be debited to “ Interest Suspense Account" . 

(4 ) In determining the rate of interest, the Government shall satisfy itself 
that there is no overdrawal on the Interest Suspense Account as a result of the 
debit thereto of the interest credited to the accounts of members . 

CHAPTER VIII 
Nominations, Payments and Withdrawals from the Fund 
52. Nomination ( 1 ) Each member shall make in his declaration in Form I , a 
nomination conferring the right to receive the amount that may stand to his 
credit in the Fund in the event of his death before the amount standing to his 
credit has become payable, or where the amount has become payable before 
payment has been made. 

( 2 ) A member may in his nomination distribute the amount that may stand 
to his credit in the Fund amongst his nominees at his own discretion . 

( 3 ) Il a member has a family at the time of making a nomination , the nomin 
ation shall be in tavour of one or more persons belonging to his family . Any 
nomination made by such member in favour of a person not belonging to his 
family shall be invalid . 

( 4 ). If at the time of making a nomination the member has no family , the 
nomination may be in favour of any person or persons but if the member sub 
sequently acquires a family , such nomination shall forthwith be deemed to be 
Invalid nod the member shall make a fresh nomination in favour of one or more 
persons belonging to his family , 
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( 5 ) A nomination made under sub -paragraph ( 1 ) may at any time be modlied 
by a member after giving a written notice of his intention of doing so in Form 
IV annexed hereto . If the nominees predeceases the member , the interest of the 
nominee shall revert to the member who may make a fresh nomination in res 
peat of such interest. 

( 6 ) A nomination or its modification shall take effect to the extent that it is 
valid on the date on which It is received by the Commissioner . 


53. Withdrawals from the Fund for payment towards Insurance Polioles . - Any 
amount with interest thereon standing to the credit of a member in the account 
of the Fund may be withdrawn not more than once in every six months to make 
a payment towards a policy of life insurance: 

Provided that the withdrawal shall not be permitted before the details of the 
proposed policy have been submitted to the Commissioner in such form as ho 
may specify and accepted by him as suitable . Nor shall the withdrawal be per 
mitted in excess of the amount required to pay a premium or subscription actually 
due for payment within six months of the date of withdrawal: 

Provided further that no amount may be withdrawn to make any payment in 
respect of, or for the purpose of purchasing , an educational endownment policy if 
that policy is duc for payment in whole or part before the member attains the 
age of 60 years : 

Provided further that the amount withdrawn shall not exceed the total con 
tributions of the member up to the date of withdrawal. 

54. Commissioner to be satisfied regarding tho utilisation of amounts with . 
drawn. ( 1 ) A member desiring to withdraw any amount under paragraph 53 
shall 


( a ) intimate the reason for the withdrawal to the Commissioner ; 
(b ) make arrangements with the Commissioner for the withdrawal; 
( c ) send to the Commissioner , within such period as he may require , a 

receipt in order to satisfy him that the amount withdrawn was duly 

applied for the specified purpose . 
( 2 ) The Commissioner shall order the recovery of any amount withdrawn, in 
respect of which he is not satisfied that the amount withdrawn was actually spent 
for the specified purpose , with interest thercon at the rate provided in paragraph 
51 from the wages of the member and credit it to his account in the Fund . 

55 . Assignment of Policies to the Fund . - ( 1 ) The Policy shall be assigned to 
the Board as security for the payment of the amount withdrawn and shall be 
delivered to the Commissioner within such period as may be specified by the 
Board from time to time. 

( 2 ) The Commissioner shall , before allowing withdrawal in respect of old 
policies , satisfy himself by reference to the Life Insurance Corporation that no 
prior assignment of the policy exists and the policy is free from all encumbrances . 

( 3 ) The terms of the policy shall not be altered nor shall the policy be exchang 
ed for another policy without the prior consent of the Commissioner to whom the 
details of the alteration or of the new policy shall be furnished in such form as 
he may specify . 

( 4 ) If the policy is not assigned and delivered any amount withdrawn from 
the Fund in respect of policy shall , with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
paragraph 51 , forthwith be repaid by the member to the Fund , or in default be 
ordered by the Commissioner to be recovered by deduction from the wages of the 
member . 

(5 ) A policy to be acceptable under this paragraph shall be effected by the 
member on his own life and shall be such as may be legally assigned by the 
member to the Board . 
56 . Re-assignment of Policies. - ( 1 ) When the member 
(a ) permanently retires from scafaring professsion after the attainment of 

the age of superannuation ; or 
( b ) retires on account of permanent and total incapacity for work due to 

hodily or mental infirmity as provided in sub -paragraph ( 1 ) ( b ) of 
paragraph 59 ; or 
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( c ) is permitted by the Board or where so authorised by the Board . the

1890 ( 8 of 1890 ) , or a manager under the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912 ( 4 of 
1912 ) , as the case may be, has been appointed , the payment shall be 
made to such guardian or manager . In case no such guardian or manager has 
been appointed , the payment shall be made to such person as the Commissioner , 
where the amount does not exceed Rs. 1 , 000 or the Chairman of the Board 11 
the amount exceeds Rs. 1, 000 but does not exceed Rs. 2 , 000 considers to be the 
proper person representing the minor or lunatic and the receipt of such person 
for the amount paid shall be a sufficient discharge thereof. In any other case 
the amount shall be paid to the person authorised by law to receive the pay 
ment on behalf of the minor or the lunatic . 

( 4 ) If it is brought to the notice of the Commissioner that a posthumous 
child is to be born to the deceased member he shall retain the amount which 
will be due to the child in the event of its being born alive , and distribute the 
balance. If subsequently no child is born or the child is still - born , the amount 
retained shall be distributed in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 60. 

(5 ) Any person who desires to claim payment under this paragraph shall send 
a written application to the Commissioner, who may at the option of the person

Provided that where the provident fund money is remitted by postal money 

order , the balance, if any , remaining after such remittance shall be 
credited to the Forfeiture Account and in the case of a claim for 
the said balance the amount shall be paid by debiting the Forfeiture 
Account. 
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63. Annual statement of member s account. - ( 1 ) As soon as possible after the 
close of each financial year the Commissioner shall send to each member a state 
ment of his account in the Fund showing the opening balance at the beginning 
of the year , amount contributed during the year , the total amount of interest 
credited at the end of the year or debited in the year and the closing balance 
at the end of the year .

Draft Regulations 
1. These regulations may he called the Coal Mines ( Amendment ) Regulations,

" 191. Use of helmet , protective footwear and other protective equipment 

by persons working in mines . — ( 1 ) After such date as the Central

( 2 ) Iho helmet and protective footwear shall be supplied by the manage

Provided that when a helmet or protective footwear is damaged or is 

rendered unserviccable as a result of legitimate use before the 
same is due to be replaced in normal course , the management shall 
immediately supply another helmet or protective footwear, as the 

case may be . 
( 3 ) The management shall provide at suitable places in a mine dubbing 

and revolving brushes or make other suitable alternative arrange 
ments for cleaning of protective footwear by the persons using 

them . 
191B . Provision for supply of gloves , goggles , slinguards or othor pro 

tective equipinent. Where it appears to the Regional Inspector or 
the Chief Inspector that any person or class of persons employed 
in a mine is exposed to urdue hazard by reason of the nature of 
his cmployment, he may by a general or special order, require the 
management to supply such person or class of persons, free of charge 
gloves, goggles , shinguards or such other protective cquipment as 
ho may specify in the order " .
